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COURT REFORM OVERDUE 

Justice system fa ili 

The release of nationwide crime 
statistics for 1974 confirms what 
many Americans probably have 
♦ already sensed —- that crimes of 

violence and theft are approach- 
ing a runaway level in our society. 
The 17 per cent increase in serious 
crime within one year should 
sound an alarm in every com- 
munity. The safety that most citi- 
zens could once take for granted 
in their homes and neighborhoods 
is disappearing. 

Attorney General Edward H. 
Levi ascribes the galloping crime 
rate to M dism al and tragic 
failure" of our* criminal justice 
system. This, too, is not news to 
citizens who have followed 
criminal cases from the police \ 
blotter through the process of 
prosecution and trial — if indeed 
the defendants are ever tried for 
the crime with which they were 
'i charged. : " 

Mr. Levi's comments are valu- 
able if they awaken the public to 
the fact that "the solution to the 
problem menacing their lives and 
property goes beyond supporting 
their local police. Indeed, it is dif- 
ficult to fault, the police in many 
cities for the quality of law en- 
forcement they provide, nor to 
fault the public for not providing 
their police departments with the 
. resources they need. It is not so 
much the inability of police to 
catch criminals that is creating 
our crime problem but the in- 
ability of our judicial and penal 
systems to deal effectively with 
the volume of criminals that come 
before them. 

Mr. Levi points out that in many 
cities only a small percentage* of 
persons arrested for a felony are 

convicted for that offense. Plea 
bargaining more often than not 
reduces the charge. Appeals 
delay the imposition of sentences. 
Offenders melt back into the 
population under probation or 
parole programs.

The leaders of big labor in 
America have a strange way ,oF 
expressing their concern over 
the growing rate of unemploy- 
ment ~ they are vigorously 
pushing for the enactment of 
legislation in Congress that can 
only make the situation worse. 

I am referring to a demand by 
the AFL-CIQ that Congress 
increase the federal minimum 
wage to $3 an hour. I doubt if 
there is a surer way to increase 
the ranks of the jobless at this 
particular time. 

THE WORST part of this 
legislation is that it would work 
a hardship on those who can 
stand it least. History has 
sho;wn us that, when the federal 
minimum wage goes up, 
marginal employers do every- 
thing they can to rid their 
payrolls of unskilled workmen 
through automation or the 
suspension of a certain line of 
manufactured goods. 

Some employers find the 
minimum, too high to handle at 
all. They just go out of business 
and throw their workers on the 
unemployment rolls. 

At the present time a higher 
minimum would nit those 
segments of the work force 
already experiencing the 
highest rates of joblessness - 
teen-agers, women and minor- 
ity" workers, ^r ^ ^^y 

Unions traditionally have 
fought for high minimum wage 
levels regardless of the harm 
done to the unskilled sector of 
the labor force. This is because 
higher minimum wages in 



crease the value of skilled work, 
giving unions justification for 
seeking higher wages for their 
members. So what really 
happens is that minimum wage 
increases boost the pay for 
skilled workers, leaving the 
unskilled to fend for them- 
selves. . / 



HIGHER MINIMUM wages 
always accelerate job-reducing 
plans and have an unhealthy 
effect on the American work 
force. Such wage floors are 
inherently discriminatory since 
the workers hurt most are the 
blacks, the women and the poor. 

Even so, the AFL-CIO down 
through the years has made its 
drives for higher minimum 




wages look like campaigns to 
help all workers. Actually they 
are the worst things that can 
-happen to unskilled workers - 
especially in a time of economic 
displacement.

His plans call for a small 
shopping center, "a conve- 
nience center," on the south- 
west corner of Grass Lake Rd.
